HIS Bibliography of Books illustrated by Walter Crane, 
compiled by Miss Gertrude C. E. Massé, deals with a long 


period of production, namely, from 1863 to 1915. During 
these fifty-two years the range of his artistic production was con- 
stantly enlarging. It would be difficult to name any branch of 
decorative art that did not bear flowers of Walter Crane’s design 
—yet he found both time and inspiration to continue his yearly 
output of book illustration throughout all this span of active life. 
Bibliography gives us a series of sign-post directions—a sequence 
of book names—which either convey remembrance of their con- 
tents, or which enable us to obtain such knowledge. And this sign- 
post direction sometimes points contrariwise. I wonder what led 
the bias of Walter Crane’s artistic trajectory from the picturesque, 
vignette manner of illustration shown in Wise’s ‘‘ New Forest ” 
to the linear, decorative manner which he adopted subsequently, 
and continued to use with increasing freedom to the end of his 
life. We may note the change of manner as the entries of books 
named, year by year, remind us of this or that early picture-book 
that conveyed a new sense of beauty to our then young eyes. 
The technique of Walter Crane’s book illustration appears to 
have been founded on his admiration of the expressive line delinea- 
tion used by Greek potters of the sixth century B.c. in the Attic 
style of vase painting. Their graphic line expression shows con- 
tours of forms in movement, and accessories, completely outlined. 
Line hiatus was not used to suggest passing movement. Thus also 
Walter Crane drew contour forms, from start to finish, bounded 
by calculated, completed lines—not sketch, impressionist, incom- 
plete lines, such as his contemporary Randolph Caldecott used 
with such admirable result. Walter Crane’s chosen forbears in 
design were Greeks and Romans and (to a later, lesser degree) 
Goths. Forbears by inverted adoption—the child adopted the 
parent! Randolph Caldecott’s forbears were Magdalenian cave 
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artists (whether he had seen their work or no). Walter Crane’s 
alembic produced new out of old—a re-birth of old ingredients 
by fire and spell of new inspiration. Randolph Caldecott’s re-dis- 
covery produced a graphic method of design for expressing living, 
vivid, momentary movement, and the respective methods of 
these two artists influenced book illustration of the eighties and 
nineties. 

Living, vivid, momentary expression was not the Grail of Walter 
Crane’s quest. He sought a design ; an ordered spacing ; a pattern 
of graphic forms that would adorn the story to be illustrated. 
Balance. Weight of incidence (black against white). Intricacy. 
Firm line. Dotted line. Line shading, and Dot shading—such 
were the cards with which he graphically conjured in book illus- 
tration—and if colour was added he used it primarily as space 
contrast. Expressive line he emphasised by colour, and counter- 
changed the leading colours of his scheme—the result was gay, 
decorative, and instantly legible. Walter Crane at his best was 
masterly in his management of economy of means to produce a 
lavish result. The human Form, Architecture, Landscape, Animals, 
Birds, Trees, Flowers, Heraldry, Lettering, were compelled by 
his wand of graphic fantasy, and transformed by his linear repre- 
sentation into patterns and arrangements of beautiful line, relieved 
by calculated stops, by contrast or incidence. 

I do not think that Walter Crane’s special gift in book illustra- 
tion is shown in Mrs. Molesworth’s series, and similar work. He 
was at his best when he ruled the roost ; when he illustrated (more 
or less) on his own ; and when he dealt with Fantasy. But at what- 
ever stage of comparison his book illustration may be rated, his 
work always added distinction to the book which it adorned, and 
made it one to be desired—and, if possible, obtained. If possible 
is added because possession is in some instances so difficult to 
obtain, e.g., the Nursery Fairy books. Their popularity has been 
their undoing. Children have torn and tattered their beloved pages 
until they have been reduced to shreds—result : “‘ They went.” 
If somewhat better luck preserved their pages—parents may have 
decided to paste them on to the nursery screen, protected by a 
thick coat of yellow varnish—again, result : ‘‘ They went.” Also,

where the illustrations have been in book form, instead of picture- 
book form, and they have been designed for black and white illus- 
tration, childhood has demanded colour, and has smudged red, 
blue, green and yellow over beautiful outlines—again, the same 
result : ‘“‘ They went.” Picture-books, and books used thus have 
served their purpose, in one sense, well, they have been beloved, 
and have been killed by affection. But, they have joined the 
majority. 

Such are the chances of survival that await ‘‘ everyday art ” for 
the young. 

However, the collector likes rarity, and may not dislike the 
natural penalty of ill-chance that has decimated such editions. It 
has made their pursuit more difficult, and their acquisition more 
valuable. And so I wish him good luck, with assurance that his 
search will be stimulated by this Bibliography of Walter Crane’s 
work by Miss Gertrude C. E. Massé.

Compilers Notes 


HE death of Walter Crane in 1915 happened at a time 
when obviously little attention could be paid to it: merely 
short obituary notices appeared in the press. 

It is to be hoped that many people will find time to be interested 
in the work of an artist to whom has always been allowed a fore- 
most claim as an illustrator of children’s books, and also of a 
number of other fine productions. 

To many persons Walter Crane (1845-1915) is chiefly known 
by his wonderfully popular Picture-Books. It has not been possible 
to examine a full set of these, consequently they have been omitted 
from the places they should have had among the other books. 
Curiously the British Museum has very few ; and the same is the 
case at South Kensington. So it seems best to insert a list of their 
titles only with their approximate dates of first appearance. The 
information for this list has been gathered from several sources. 
It is hoped that it is complete. 

Apart from the interest in the books themselves, these Picture- 
Books form a distinct phase in the development of colour-printing. 
As is well known, much, or rather most, of it was the work of Mr. 
Edmund Evans. 

These Picture-Books appeared, each under its own title and 
singly, in the form of a slim quarto, generally consisting of eight 
pages. The pictures were coloured and so was the cover. The 
pages were printed with the text (often a facsimile of the artist’s 
own special writing designed to suit the plates) on paper, and in 
many cases these were also issued with the pages mounted on 
linen. 

In his early days much of Walter Crane’s work was published 
without date, without his name, and very often without 
even his “‘ mark,’”’ which later on developed into his effective 
rebus.

At one time the art of Walter Crane was much liked, and no 
doubt still is, in Holland, France, Germany, Austria, Italy and 
Hungary. In these countries he was written about and his work 
was studied in temporary exhibitions, and found place in the 
National Collections. In the United States, where he spent a long 
and interesting tour, Walter Crane is especially appreciated. 

Probably in each of these countries the public has its own 
favourites. The compiler learnt on good authority the other day 
that “‘ Triplets ” is the one which still holds its own most firmly 
in the popular taste in the United States, but this remark applied 
to the book as it is still issued year after year, and not necessarily 
in the original edition. Here the separate volumes are preferred. 

It is interesting to remember that the portrait of Crane by 
G. F. Watts, here reproduced by the courtesy of Mr. Frederick 
Hollyer, was considered by the painter, and incidentally by all 
other judges of the day, as one of the best, if not the best, of his 
works. The original is in the National Portrait Gallery. 

Mr. G. T. Shaw (Chief Librarian of the Liverpool Public 
Libraries) very kindly lent the compiler a copy of the Catalogue 
of the Art Library bequeathed to the Free Public Library of Liver- 
pool by Mr. Hugh F. Hornby ; it was a very useful loan, and 
supplied some information hitherto unobtainable.
